Today's sitting of the legislature 
will probably prove one of the most 
important and interesting of the Sea- 


gon. The government's railway policy 
about which. the opposition hgve 
shown such unappeasible  curicsfty, 


Will be brought down, and the oppdsi- 
tion may be expected to reveal some- 
thing of their reason for obstructing 
the granting of charters for the cdh- 
struction of additional railway lines | 
in the province, The Premier at the | 
tlose of yesterday's sitting gave no- 
tices of motions that the house today 
Would resolve itself into committee of 
the whole to consider resolutions re- 
specting the guarantee cf certain se- 
eurities of the Canadian Northern 


Western Railway ;the C.N.R., the} 
G.T.P. Branch Lines Company, and | 
the Edmonton, Dunvegan and B.C. 
Railway. 


According to the rules of the house 
two days’ notice shall be given of the 
intention to move such resolutions, 
but the Premier stated that he could 
be ready tc) move the resolutions to- 
day with the consent of the house ,or 
if the house preferred, he would bring 
the resolutions forward on Wednesday. 
The house was in favor of the resolu- 
tions being considered toduy. Another 
questicm likely to arouse considerable 
discussion will be the consideration 
of the act granting the power of con- 
ferring degrees to the governing body 
of Calgary college. Such powers if 
granted would place the college on 
practically the same footing as the 
university ef the province. 

Important Addition To Bill, 

The important features of yester- 
day’s proceedings were an amendment 
introduced into the Rural Municipali- 
‘ties bill providing for a rebate of not 
more than 25 per cent on cultivated 
land ,the object being to discriminate 
against the speculator who hailds laid 
in the expectation of selling at an in- 
creased value, 

Geo. P. Smith, M.P.P., Camrose, 
suggested a tax on unearned incre- 
ment, which he considered would get 
at the root of land speculation. The 
same member explained fully his biil 
to regulate real estate operations 
which was given a second reading. 

The Real Estate Bill, 

Geo. P, Smith in moving the second ! 
reading of an act to regulaie the sur- 
vey, registration and sale of townsite 
and subdivision properties, said the 
bill was intended to prcvect people 
outside the province. who were not 
able to visit the properties they were 
buying and whe were often 
badly taken in by unscrupulous agents. 
Parties which worked up good ro- 
putation for honest publicity work 
were often given a serious set back 
by unscrupulous real estate operatcrs, | 
who bought farm lands several miles 
out and put them on the market. Two 
or three years afterwards, when this 
land wag found to be comparatively 
valueless as townsite property, the 
deluded people conceived an unjuvt 
grievance against the municipality. 
Critics of the bill had said it was in- 
terfering with the rights of private in- 
dividuals tc: sell their property as they 
wished, If, however, in an effort to 
protect the rights of an individual they 
sacrificed the rights of a whole muni- 

_cipality it was earrying the argument 
“to the extreme, Every town could 
furnish examples. At Camrose they 
had an example of which he could 
speak with first hand knowledge. Let- 
ters were being received from people

No 
doubt changes Would be made in the 
bil in committee, but the bill had 
some merit in that it would fulfil a 
real need. He had intended to intro- 
duce the bill a year ago ,but was con- 
strained to let it stand hoping that 
the evils would disappear. A year 
had gone by and the state of affairs 
had.gone worse. He had been asked 
to let it stand for another’ twelve 
months, but he thought any further 
delay in grappling with the question 
would see great injustice done in the 
northern part of the province, which 
was just opening up. Some of the 
worst crimes, he said in conclusion, 
were committed by corporations which 
ought to‘knew better ,and if those who 
committed those crimes got what they 
deserved they would be seeing the 
scenery through iron bars. 

Endorsed by Calgary Board of Trade, 


T. M, Tweedie, Calgary, read to the 
house a resolution passed by the Cal- 
gary beard of trade. The resolution 
observed that ‘‘whereas Alberta rel 
estate is now being offered for sale 
in all parts of the Dominion, and 
Whereas the purchasers of the above 
mentioned real estate are in many 
cases ignorant of the means of as- 
the exact. location of any 
such real eSate situated in this pro- 
vince so c/ffered for sale, and whereas 
the laws {% force are insufficient to 
bind persons offering for sale such 
real eState to describe the property | 
in fullest terms; 

“Therefore be it resolved that the | 
Calgary board of trade pray the legis- 
lature now assembled to enact a law 
along the lines that all parties offering 
Alberta real estate for sale must dis- 
tinctly state in all means adopted fcr 
effecting such a sale, the section, town-

FOOTBALL RULES CHANGED. 

New York, Feb. 4 -~ The football 
rules committee which has been work- 
ing in secret here for two days upon 
innumerable suggestiohs for altering 
the game came to unanimous decision 
late today in favor of several tunda- 
mental changes, The lines of the an- 
ticipated improvement are in sub- 
stance as follows : 

1—The playing fleld, now 110 yards 
en 100 yards. 

2—An area of ten yards width be- 
yond the goal lines is set apart and in 
this the attacking team will be allow- 
ed to use the forward pass. 

3-——The number of “dow 
ten yards is increased by one. 

4—The on-side kick is entirely el- 
iminated, 

5—The value of a touchdown is in- 
creased from five points to six, the 
goal from touchdown and other scores 
Standing as at present. 

6—The twenty-yard zone in which 
the present rules now provide restric- 
tions to interference with the forward 
pass is eliminated so that restrictions 
will apply now to any part of the 
field. 

7j—In case of a touchdown the ball 
will be put in play from the 20-yard 
line instead of the 25-yard line. 

8—On a kick-off the ball, instead ot | 
being put in play in.the centre of the 
field, wiil be put in play from the 
forty-yard line of the team kicking 
off.

9—The field judge is eliminated 
The head lines man will hereatie:

10—The number of men allowed on 
the side lines, now three, will be re- 
duced to one for each team, 

11—A provision will be made to the 
effect that a ball bounding cannot 
score a legitimate goal. 

12-——-The resting Interval between the 
first and second, and the third 
fourth periods is reduced from 
minutes to one minute.
